Board Meeting Called 


President Fred A. Stare has 
called the annual mid-year meet- 
ing of the Association’s Board of 
Directors for May 22 and 28, to 
be held in the ballroom of the 
Shoreham Hotel, Washington, 
D. C. This will be preceded by 
a meeting of the Administrative 
Council at 10 a.m., May 21. 
The special Board Apportion- 
ment Committee, authorized at 
the Atlantic City meeting of the 
Directors, will meet May 20. 


The House Rules Committee on April 9 
approved for House consideration the 
Pace bill to amend the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act that provides for farm labor 
costs to be included in determining parity 
prices for agricultural commodities. The 
Pace bill (H. R. 754) is in substance the 
same as the Russell-Pace rider attached 
by the Senate to the bill amending the 
Wage and Hour Law and referred to on 
page 166. 


An amendment to Conservation Order 
M-81 containing the various changes 
authorized by the Administrator of 
the Order and making several techni- 
cal corrections, is scheduled for issu- 
ance this coming week. 


Two record 1945 packs are reported this 
week by the Association's Division of 
Statistics. Both the 9,590,539-case pack 
of canned beets and the 4,312,043-case pack 
of canned carrots (increases of 16 and 
V percent over 1944, respectively) are 
larger than any previously reported pack 
of these items. Details by State and con- 
tainer sizes may be found on pages 168 
and 169.

Housing for Cannery Labor 


As a result of an informal discussion the Association had on April 10 
with officials of the National Housing Agency, in which representa- 
tives of the United States Employment Service, and the United 
States Department of Agriculture also participated, NHA is calling 
an inter-governmental agency meeting for early this coming week 
to devise methods for housing and feeding migratory and transient 
processing labor this season. From the trend of the discussion on 
April 10, it appears that the solution of the problem will be in the 
loan of Army equipment, as was done during the past two years. 
Representatives of the United States Department of Agriculture, 
United States Employment Service, War Mobilization and Recon- 
version Administration, National Housing Administration, and the 
Army Services Forces are scheduled for attendance at the meeting 
next week, under the NHA plan. 


Price Control for Another Year Advocated; Pepper Bill Delayed 


Continuation of price control for another year was recommended 
this week by the House Banking and Currency Committee. The 
committee reported out a bill which would, with certain amend- 
ments, continue the present Price Control and Stabilization Acts 
until June 80, 1947. The proposed measure also would retain the 
use of subsidies as a means of economic stabilization and would 
legalize the regulation of wages for another year. The House 
Labor Committee probably will not begin hearings on the Pepper 
bill until after the Easter holidays. The measure, as it finally 
passed the Senate, does not affect the present canner-exemptions.

Hearings on Standards for Canned Green and Wax Beans 


The public hearing to receive evidence upon which to establish a 
standard of identity and a minimum standard of quality for canned 
green and wax beans has been called for May 14, at Washington, 
D. C. The standards that have been proposed by the Food and 
Drug Administration were sent direct by the N.C.A. to canners 
of these products and to State and regional canner association 
secretaries on Monday of this week in order to give as much time 
as possible for consideration of the proposed standards by the 
industry. The proposed standards also are printed in full on the 
following page. 


All persons who are interested in the canning, merchandising, or 
use of these products should at once give careful consideration 
to this matter, since once the standards are established and after 
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Information Letter 


the effective date, all canned green and 
wax beans which enter interstate com- 
merce will be governed by them. Also 


many State regulations follow the 


Federal standards. 


There are many parts to the pro- 
posed standards and each provision 
should be carefully reviewed as to its 
possible effect on the industry. For 
example, most of the so-called “nub- 
bins” would have to be labeled “Sub- 
standard.” 

Some parts need clarification, as for 
example, the description of a “blem- 
ish.” It should be remembered that the 
standards that have been printed are 
only those proposed by the Food and 
Drug Administration and the announce- 
ment states that these “Are subject 
to adoption, rejection, amendment, or 
modification, in whole or in part, as 
the evidence of record adduced at the 
hearing may require.” This public 
hearing is the opportunity for every- 
one to have his data and opinions in- 
cluded in the record for final considera- 
tion in formulating the standards, 


It is important to have the ideas 
presented in proper form at the hear- 
ing. The public hearing is a legal 
process and certain rules must be fol- 
lowed, The most effective procedure 
is to present the evidence in person, 
supported by a carefully prepared 
memorandum or brief containing data 
to substantiate the definite recom- 
mendations that are made. 


The suggestion has been made that 
the various groups who are going to 
appear at this hearing may want to 
have a preliminary conference several 
days in advance of the opening of the 
hearing. If this is the case, the Asso- 
ciation will be glad to extend the facili- 
ties of our Association headquarters 
for such a meeting. 


Official text of the announcement and 
proposed standards follow:

Notice is hereby given that the Ad- 
ministrator of the Federal Security 
Agency on his own initiative, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of sections 
401 and 701 of the Federal Food, Drug, 
and Cosmetic Act, 21 U.. C. 341 and 
871; the Reorganization Act of 1939, 58 
Stat. 561, 5 U.S. C. 133; and Reorgani- 
zation Plans No. I (58 Stat. 1423, 4 F.R. 
2727) and No. IV (54 Stat. 1234, 5 F. R. 
2421), will hold a public hearing com- 
mencing at 10 o’clock in the morning 
of May 14, 10946, in Room 3106 South 
Agriculture Building, corner 12th 
Street and Independence Avenue, 8.W., 


Washington, D C., for the purpose of 
receiving evidence upon the basis of 
which regulations may be promulgated 
fixing and establishing reasonable defi- 
nitions and standards of identity and 
standards of quality for canned green 
beans or canned green stringless beans 
or canned stringless green beans, and 
canned wax beans or canned stringless 
wax beans. 


Presiding Officer Appointed 


Bernard D. Levinson is hereby desig- 
nated as presiding officer to conduct 
the hearing in the place of the Admin- 
istrator, with full authority to admin- 
ister oaths and affirmations and to do 
all other things appropriate to the con- 
duct of the hearing. 


The hearing will be conducted in 
accordance with the rules of practice 
provided therefor (21 C.F.R., Cum, 
Supp. 2.701 to 2.715). 

In lieu of oral testimony, interested 
persons may submit affidavits to the 
presiding officer at Room 3257, Social 
Security Building, Fourth Street and 
Independence Avenue, 8. W., Washing- 
ton 25, D. C., on or before the date of 
the opening of the hearing. Such affi- 
davits should be submitted in quintup- 
licate and, if relevant and material, 
will be received and made a part of the 
record of the hearing. The Adminis- 
trator will consider the lack of oppor- 
tunity for cross-examination in deter- 
mining the weight to be attached to 
statements made in the form of affi- 
davits. Every interested person shall 
be permitted to examine all affidavits 
which have been submitted, and to file 
counter-affidavits with the presiding 
officer, within a period of time to be 
fixed by the presiding officer. 

At the hearing the evidence will be 
restricted to testimony and exhibits 
that are relevant and material to mat- 
ters contained in the proposed defini- 
tions and standards of identity and 
standards of quality set forth below. 
These suggested regulations are sub- 
ject to adoption, rejection, amendment, 
or modification, in whole or in part, as 
the evidence of record adduced at the 
hearing may require. 


It is proposed to amend § 52.900 of 
Title 21, Code of Federal Regulations, 
Cumulative Supplement, by deleting 
therefrom all references to green beans 
or green stringless beans or stringless 
green beans, and wax beans or string- 
less wax beans, and to establish specific 
definitions and standards of identity 
and standards of quality for these 
foods, as follows: 


$51.3 CANNED GREEN BEANS, CANNED 
GREEN STRINGLESS BEANS, CANNED 
STRINGLESS GREEN BEANS; IDENTITY: 
LABEL STATEMENT OF OPTIONAL INGREDI- 
Ents. (a) Canned green beans is the 
food prepared from succulent green 
bean pods from which stem ends have 
been removed, in one of the following 
optional forms: 

(1) Whole pods, 
length of not less

or pods cut to a 
than 2% inches, 


(2) Whole pods packed otherwise 
than vertically ; 

(3) Whole pods sliced lengthwise ; 

(4) Pods cut into pieces not less than 
„ inches in length, with or without 
shorter end pieces from such pods;

% inches in length; 

(6) Mixtures of two or more of the 
— specified in (2), (3), (4), and 

To one of these onal forms water 
is added, with or without salt, sugar or 
dextrose for seasoning. The food is 
sealed in a container and 80 processed 
by heat as to prevent spoilage. 


(b) When optional form (a)(1) is 
used, the label shall bear the word 
“Whole” preceded or followed by the 
words “Vertical Pack“; when optional 
form (a)(2) is used the label shall 
bear the word “Whole” preceded or 
followed by “-——--—--" (the blank 
to be filled in with words describing 
the style of pack, the exact wording to 
be determined on basis of evidence at 
the hearing); when optional form 
(a)(3) is used the label shall bear 
the words “Sliced” or “French Style“; 
when optional form (a)(4) is used 
the label shall bear the word Cut“ or 
“Cuts”; when optional form (a) (5) is 
used the label shall bear the words 
“Short Cut” or “Short Cuts“; when 
optional form (a) (6) is used the label 
shall bear the names specified herein 
for the optional forms in the mixture 
in order of predominance by weight, if 
any. 

(c) Wherever the name “Green 
Beans” or “Green Stringless Beans” or 
“Stringless Green Beans” appears on 
the label so conspicuously as to be 
easily seen under customary conditions 
of purchase, the words and statements 
specified in paragraph (b) of this see- 
tion shall immediately and conspicu- 
ously precede or follow such name, 
without intervening written, printed, 
or graphic matter, except that the 
varietal name of the green beans may 
so intervene.

(b) Canned beans shall be 
tested by the following —, to > 
termine whether they meet 
quirements of paragraph (a) or this 
section. 


(1) Distribute the contents of the 
container over the meshes of a cir- 
cular sieve which has been previously 
weighed. The diameter of the sieve is 
8 inches if the quantity of the contents 
of the container is less than 3 pounds, 
and 12 inches if such quantity is 3 
pounds or more. The bottom of the 
sieve is woven-wire cloth which com- 
plies with the specifications for such 
cloth set forth under 2.380 Micron 
(No, 8)“ in Table I of “Standard Speci- 
fications for Sieves,” published March 
1, 1940, in L. C. 584 of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce, National Bureau of 
Standards. Without shifting the ma- 
terial on the sieve, so incline the sieve 
as to facilitate drainage. Two minutes 
from the time drainage begins, weigh 
the sleve and the drained material. 
Record, in ounces, the weight so found, 
less the weight of the sieve, as the 
drained weight. 


(2) Pour the drained material from 
the sieve into a flat tray spreading it 
in a layer of fairly uniform thickness. 
Select a representative sample of 38% 
to 4 ounces and record its weight in 
ounces for use in (5). Place cover 
over remaining material to prevent 
evaporation, and reserve for further 
examination under (8). 


(3) Segregate from the sample ob- 
tained in (2) the loose seeds and 
pleces of loose seeds, the harmless ex- 
traneous vegetable material, and the 
stem epds (removing any stem ends 
which are attached to pods or pieces 
of pods), reserving each class of ma- 
terial in a separate dish. (The seed 
material need not be reserved in the 
case of pods sliced lengthwise.) Count 
and record, but do not remove the 
blemished units and the pieces of pods 
less than % inch in length. 


(4) Examine the pods segregated in 
(3) and trim off as far as the end of 
the space formerly occupied by seed, 
that portion of any pods from which 
seeds or pieces of seeds have become 
separated. Retain trimmings (freed 
from any pieces of seed) for use in 
(7). Weigh, and record weight of 
trimmed pods. Deseed them, placing 
seed and pieces of seed on a sieve fine 
enough to retain them and so placed 
that any liquid drains away. 


(5) Remove any strings from the 
oe ed pods and test the strings as 
ows: 


Fasten one end of the string in a 
clamp weighted to ½ pound. Hold 
the string with the fingers and lift 
gently. Count those strings which 
support this weight for at least 5 sec- 
onds and divide by the weight of 
sample recorded in (2). Place broken 
and unbroken strings with the de- 
seeded pods and trimmings from (4) 
and reserve for testing under (7). 


(6) Weigh the seed material obtained 
in (4), divide by the weight of the 
trimmed pods recorded in (4), and mul- 
of sed by 100 to obtain percent by te

* — Weigh the deseeded trim- 
mings, and strings obtained in (5). 
Transfer them to the metal cup of a 
malted milk stirrer, and crush. Wash 
material adhering to crushing instru- 
ment back into cup with 200 ce of boil- 
ing water. Bring mixture to a boil and 
add 25 ce of 50 percent (by weight) 
sodium hydroxide solution. If foaming 
is excessive a piece of paraffin may be 
added. Boil for 5 minutes, and stir 
for an additional 5 minutes with a 
malted milk stirrer capable of a no- 
load speed of at least 7,200 r.p.m, 
Transfer material from cup to a pre- 
viously weighed 30-mesh monel metal 
seren having a diameter of about 4 
inches and side walls about 1 inch high, 
and wash with a stream of warm 
water until washings are clear and free 
from alkali. Dry the screen and fibrous 
material for 2 hours at 100° C., cool, 
weigh, and deduct weight of screen.

(8) Segregate, as directed in (3), 
the loose seeds, harmless extraneous 
vegetable material and stem ends from 
the drained material reserved in (2), 
and combine with the corresponding 
types of material reserved in (3). In 
the case of pods sliced lengthwise the 
seed material need not be segregated. 
Reserve the drained pods for exami- 
nation under (12) and (13). 


(9) Weigh (in oz.) the combined 
loose seed material, divide by the 
drained weight recorded in (1) and 
multiply by 100 to obtain percent by 
weight of loose seeds and pieces of 
loose seeds. 


(10) Weigh the combined harmless 
extraneous vegetable material and cal- 
culate the percent as in (9). 

(11) Count the combined stem ends, 
divide this number by the drained 
weight recorded in (1) and multiply by 
12 to obtain the number of stem ends 
per 12 oz. of drained weight. 


(12) Count the blemished units in 
the drained pods reserved in (8) and 
add it to the number of such units 
recorded in (3). From the total, com- 
pute the number per 12 ounces as di- 
rected in (11). 

(13) Count the units less than ½ 
inch in length in the drained pods re- 
served in (8), add it to the number 
of such units recorded in (8), and 
compute the number per 12 ounces as 
directed in (11), 


(e) If the quality of canned green 
beans, canned green stringless beans, 
canned stringless green beans falls be- 
low the standard prescribed in para- 
graph (a) of this section, the label 
shall bear the general statement of 
substandard quality specified in § 10.2 
(a), in the manner and form therein 
specified.

name, without intervening written, 
printed, or graphic matter, except that 
the varietal name of the wax beans may 
so intervene.

Information Letter 


CONGRESS SUMMARY 


No action by the House Committee 
on Labor, to whom was referred the 
amendments to the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act passed by the Senate on April 
5, is expected until after Easter. The 
committee chairman, Representative 
Mary T. Norton, has been absent for 
some time owing to illness and is not 
expected to return before the holiday, 
and the bill is not likely to be con- 
sidered in her absence. 

The bill passed by the Senate (8. 
1340) failed to contain the wage rates, 
extension of coverage, and tightening of 
existing exemptions recommended by 
the Senate Labor Committee and sup- 
ported by the President. In addition, it 
contains the highly controversial and 
Administration-opposed amendment to 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act that 
would require the cost of all farm labor 
to be included in determinations of 
parity prices. 

None of the exemptions in the wage 
and hour law that are applicable to the 
canning industry were affected by the 
Senate's passage of the measure. 
Briefly, the principal points in the bill 
now before the House Committee are: 


1. The minimum wage would be 
raised to 65 cents an hour, this increase 
to become effective six months after 
the effective date of the new Act, and 
the need for wage orders, except for 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands, 
would be eliminated. The effective 
date would be 120 days after enact- 
ment. 

2. The authority to determine “area 
of production,” now in the jurisdiction 
of the Wage and Hour Administrator, 
would be transferred to the Secretary 
of Agriculture. The “area of produc- 
tion” concept is in the Act both as an 
exemption (Section 7 (c)) from the 
maximum hour limitations in the case 
of the first processing of agricultural 
or horticultural commodities and as an 
exemption (Section 13 (a) (10)) from 
the wage and hour requirements in 
the case of a number of specified occu- 
pations, including canning, connected 
with agricultural or horticultural com- 
modities, By administrative determi- 
nation, “area of production” has never 
afforded an exemption to commercial 
canning. The Senate's proposal to 
place the determination in the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture is not likely, as a 
practical matter, to have any effect 
upon the application of the wage and 
hour law to the canning industry.

5. The prohibition of child labor 
would be strengthened by providing a 
flat prohibition against the employment 
of child labor in commerce as well as 
the prohibition of the shipment in com- 
merce of goods produced by child labor. 

6. In ambiguous language, a section 
of the measure seems intended to ex- 
empt from the wage and hour provi- 
sions any retail or service establish- 
ment in intrastate commerce. The 
exemption would be subject to the fur- 
ther limitation that 75 percent of the 
establishment’s goods or services are 
sold to ultimate consumers. 

7. And as stated above, the bill con- 
tains the Russell-Pace amendment to 
include farm labor costs in parity price 
calculations. 


Price Control Act 


House consideration of extension of 
the Price Control and Stabilization 
Acts is expected to begin on April 15, 
the House Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee having favorably reported a bill 
(II. R. 6042) recommending their con- 
tinuance, with certain amendments, 
until June 30, 1947. The Senate Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee has an- 
nounced that it will commence hear- 
ings on the subject on April 15. 


The bill reported to the House de- 
clares it to be the policy of Congress 
that general control of prices and wages 
and the use of subsidies shall be termi- 
nated, without further extension, not 
later than June 30, 1947. A compre- 
hensive plan for the progressive re- 
moval of price controls and subsidies 
by that date is to be formulated by the 
Price Administrator and the Secretary 
of Agriculture, according to the bill. 
However, the President would be di- 
rected to report to Congress not later 
than April 1, 1947, the classes of com- 
modities in such critically short supply 
as to necessitate continuance of price 
controls. In this report, the President is 
to recommend the established depart- 
ments or agencies of the Government 
which he believes should be charged 
with the administration of price con- 
trols. 

In addition to directing the formula- 
tion of plans for the removal of con- 
trols, the bill also directs the President 
at least once each month to determine, 
in the case of commodities under price 
control, whether domestic demand for 
a commodity or class of commodities 
has been satisfied. Having considera- 
tion for the purposes of the Price Con- 
trol Act, if the President believes such 
controls should be removed, he is to so 
certify to the Price Administrator. 


Within ten days following the receipt 
of such notice, the Price Administrator 
would be obliged to remove the subject 
controls. 


Another provision of the bill would 
permit the resumption of price controls 
should an unsatisfied domestic demand 
occur for a commodity or class of 
commodities. 


The bill also would establish a 
method for the progressive reduction 
of subsidies, The authorization of sub- 
sidy appropriations would be limited to 
the amount necessary to carry pro- 
grams through the coming year at the 
current rate. The method for the pro- 
gressive reduction, as explained in the 
House Committee's report, follows: 


Fach category of subsidies is lim- 
ited to the amount estimated to be 
needed if the program were carried 
through the coming fiscal year on its 
present basis, and an overriding limita- 
tion provides that reductions should be 
so made that no more than three 
quarters of the aggregate of the 
amounts thus authorized shall be used. 
It is further provided that reductions 
shall be commenced at the earliest prac- 
ticable date, but in no event later than 
October 1, 1946. In directing corre 
sponding price increases when a sub- 
sidy is reduced or eliminated, to the 
extent that such increases are neces- 
sary to satisfy the requirements of law 
or to obtain maximum necessary pro- 
duction, the committee recognized that 
ordinarily the reduction or elimination 
of a subsidy will call for a correspond- 
ing increase in maximum prices, The 
exception to this rule would be a situa- 
tion where the subsidy had been instli- 
tuted to bring out added production of 
a commodity, which added production 
is no longer needed, and where the re- 
turn without the subsidy would satisfy 
the requirements of law. Just as a price 
increase above the legal minimum 
which was given as an incentive to pro- 
duction may properly be taken away if 
the reason for the incentive disappears, 
so the removal of a subsidy instituted 
in lieu of such a price increase should 
not require a mandatory price increase 
to the full amount of the subsidy. 
Otherwise the producers of subsidized 
commodities would be given a price 
advantage over other producers, It is 
manifest, however, that in the great 
majority of cases, as for example the 
dairy-production payment program, the 
need for maximum production still ex- 
ists and price increases will be re 
quired when the subsidy is reduced.” 


Insecticide Act 


The House Committee on Agriculture 
reported on April 8, and recommended 
for passage, a bill (H. R. 5645) to es. 
tablish new and expanded regulation of 
the marketing of insecticides, fung 
cides, rodenticides, herbicides, and de 
vices and preparations intended to con- 
trol other forms of pests. Among the 
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changes in the present Insecticide Act 
of 1910 proposed by the bill, according 
to the report of the House Committee, 
are the following: 

(1) A provision requiring the regis- 
tration of economic poisons prior to 
their sale or introduction into inter- 
state or foreign commerce. 

(2) The inclusion of provisions for 
protection of the public against poison- 
ing by requiring prominently displayed 
poison wernings on the labels of highly 
toxic economic poisons, 

(8) A provision requiring the color- 
ing of dangerous white powdered insec- 
ticides to prevent their being mistaken 
for flour, sugar, salt, or other similar 
articles commonly used in the prepara- 
tion of foodstuffs. 

(4) A requirement that warning or 
caution statements accompany the eco- 
nomic poison whenever, in the judg- 
ment of the Secretary, such cautions 
are necessary to prevent injury, and a 
provision requiring instructions for use 
which, in the judgment of the Secre- 
tary, are necessary and adequate. 

(5) A provision declaring economic 
poisons to be misbranded if they are 
injurious to man, vertebrate animals, 
or vegetation, except weeds, when 
properly used. 

(6) A provision authorizing the in- 
spection of books and records showing 
the delivery, movement, and holding of 
economic poisons and devices. 


British Loan 


The Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee reported to the Senate on 
April 10 a joint resolution providing 
for a loan to the United Kingdom 
totaling $3,750,000,000. Before report- 
ing the measure, various substitutes 
were submitted to the Committee, but 
were overwhelmingly defeated. 


Office of International Trade 
Relations Staff Is Announced 


Announcements of expansion of the 
Department of Commerce in the inter- 
ests of international trade development 
are being issued. Arthur Paul, for- 
merly in charge of the Bureau of Areas 
in the Foreign Economic Administra- 
tion, is Director of the Office of Inter- 
national Trade Relations and is in 
charge of all the Department's interna- 
tional trade promotive effort. 

Personnel of Commerce's 
tional trade divisions include :

Areas Trade (Germany, Japan, Aus- 
tria, ete.); George Bell heads World 
Trade Promotion under Mr. Paul; 
James MecCamy is in charge of World

erns special Trade Services; H. Pari- 
sius, who formerly was head of the 
FEA Food Division is deputy to Mr. 
McCamy ; Perry Stevenson is in charge 
of the coordination of Foreign Mar- 
keting Methods (areas) and Marion 
— operates Foreign Food Alloca- 
tions. 

Charles Lund heads up the Foodstuffs, 
Fats and Oils Sections (domestic and 
international), assisted by Paul Hawk 
and Tom Hutchins, specializing in 
canned foods, and by Miss Dorothy 
Bayliss, statistician. 

Staffs under these officials are scat- 
tered through the Department of Com- 
merce buildings and the temporary 
buildings set up for FEA and other 
war emergency agencies. The activ- 
ities of all these divisions and sub- 
divisions are directed towards the cre- 
ation of much more practical, direct 
and specialized information service for 
American industry than was previously 
devised, it is stated. 


Sugar Stocks Shrink as Cuban, 
Puerto Rican Shipments Stop 


Sugar shipments from Puerto Rico 
have been coming in under bond pend- 
ing the signing of contracts with Puerto 
Rican producers for the 1946 crop, but 
delays in contract settlement have had 
the effect of slowing up shipments 
somewhat during the past few weeks, 
U. 8. Department of Agriculture of- 
ficials state. 

Shipments that were coming in from 
Cuba pending agreement between the 
United States and Cuba for the pur- 
chase of the 1946 and 1947 crops have 
stopped on account of the threatened 
strike in American refineries. A num- 
ber of boats going to Cuban ports to 
pick up sugar cargoes recently have 
been turned back in anticipation of the 
refinery strike, as a means of avoiding 
the possibility of the ships lying loaded 
in New York harbor due to the lack of 
labor to transfer the sugar to refinery 
warehouses. 

American refineries are apt to have 
a short season operation, anyway, in 
view of Cuba's retention of a larger 
volume of sugar than usual for domestic 
consumption, and because a much larger 
volume of raw sugar will be going to 
Burope, USDA said. 

Despite the threatened strike of 
sugar refinery workers and the fact 
that sugar is a world short-supply item, 
both the Department of Agriculture 
and Combined Food Board state they do 
not contemplate imposing restrictions 
on presently operative distribution. If 
the strike should become serious in in- 
tensity or duration, due consideration 
will have to be given to the exercise of 


controls, but Department of Agricul- 
ture officials state they hope to be able 
to avoid such impositions. 


In the meantime figures are being 
collated for adjustment of world allo- 
cations, responding to foreign claim- 
ants, and for third-quarter domestic 
allotments, USDA said. 


SERIOUS CONSUMER CLAIM 
SUCCESSFULLY CONTESTED 


The Association's Consumer Com- 
plaint Department announces the suc- 
cessful outcome of a serious suit 
against a retailer in Connecticut based 
on the alleged illness and death of a 
female negro, attributed to a canned 
meat product. Damages claimed were 
$20,000 and the action was brought 
by the surviving husband as adminis- 
trator. The trial took place in the 
New Haven Superior Court, April 9, 
and the defense was handled by the 
Association's Hartford attorneys. 


It was considered likely that the 

suit would be a difficult one to contest 

and the Association's at- 

torneys had prepared a strong defense 

including arrangements for packing- 

procedure testimony, and expert medi- 
cal and bacteriological evidence. 

At the trial the attorney for the 
claimant was unable to produce any 
real evidence to connect up the canned 
product with the decedent's illness and 
death, The autopsical report and the 
death certificate showed the death was 
due to heart disease. The Court 
granted defendant's motion for a non- 
suit at the close of the plaintiff's evi- 
dence, on the legal ground that the 
plaintiff-administrator was not entitled 
to recover damages for the decedent's 
death in a warranty action against the 
retailer, following the decision in the 
case of Burkhardt vs. Armour & Co., de- 
cided by the Supreme Court of Errors 
of Connecticut, in 1932, The Associa- 
tion's attorneys had been somewhat 
doubtful that the Burkhardt decision 
would be controlling in this case in 
view of two later decisions which were 
not entirely in accord with the Burk- 
hardt decision, but the Court appar- 
ently felt that this decision was appli- 
cable in the present case. 


C. W. Bohrer, in charge of the bac- 
teriological unit of the Association's 
Research Laboratory, attended the 
trial to testify as an expert if it had 
been necessary to put in the defendant's 
case, and F. F. Heaton, of the Con- 
sumer Complaint Department assisted 
at the trial. 
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Woody Meyer Given Key Post 
under New Agriculture Set-up 


E. A. (Woody) Meyer and Carl C. 
Farrington were appointed Assistant 
Administrators of the Department of 
Agriculture’s Production and Market- 
ing Administration on April 8, with 
broad authority to administer the af- 
fairs of the various commodity 
branches. Mr, Meyer, in addition to 
his present position of Chief of the 
Fruit and Vegetable Branch, will be in 
charge of the livestock, poultry, dairy, 
and special commodities branches. 
Mr. Farrington, who has headed PMA's 
Grain Branch since it was set up last 
August, will now direct, in addition to 
this branch, the activities of the cot- 
ton, tobacco, sugar, and fats and oils 
branches. Both men also will serve as 
vice presidents of Commodity Credit 
Corporation, 


W. C. Crow and Gordon P. Peyton 
at the same time were named to serve 
as Deputy Assistant Administrators for 
regulatory and marketing service work, 
and Frank K. Woolley was designated 
as Acting Director of the Budget and 
Management Branch. 


Wisconsin Canner Dies 


Otto H. Fahling, general manager 
and secretary-treasurer of the Klindt- 
Geiger Canning Co., died at his home in 
Cassville on April 8 at the age of 73, 
following a heart attack. Funeral 
services were held Wednesday, April 
10, at 2 p.m, from the Baptist Church 
in Cassville. 

Mr. Fahling, a native of Cassville, 
was an incorporator of the Klindt- 


Geiger Canning Co. in 1908, and served 
as general manager and _ secretary- 
treasurer since the company's organi- 
zation. He was a member of the Old 
Guard Society and several years ago 
received the diamond pin award for 50 
years’ service in the canning industry. 
He was also active in civic affairs and 
served as trustee of the village of 
Cassville until the end of 1948. 


Canned Asparagus for Sale 


The U. 8. Department of Agriculture 
has announced the contemplated sale of 
nearly 200,000 actual cases of canned 
asparagus.

Mr. Moore is Director of 
the Washington State Department of 
Fisheries. 


1945 Canned Carrot Pack Shows 30 Percent Increase Over 1944 


The 1945 carrot pack totaled 4,312,043 
actual cases as compared with 3,155,184 
actual cases or an increase of 30 per- 
cent, over the 1944 production, the As- 
sociation’s Division of Statistics re- 
ports. The increased pack was largely 
in No. 2 cans and 16 ounce glass jars, 
while the pack of No. 10 cans decreased 
slightly from the 1944 output in this 
size. Diced carrots constituted 89 per- 
cent of the 1945 pack as compared 
with 96 percent during 1944. 


The 1935-39 average pack of carrots 
was 948,000 cases, basis 24/28, while 
the 1940-44 average was 2,258,000 cases, 
as against the 1945 pack of 4,048,000 
cases, basis 24/2's.

OPA Raises Prices of Certain 
Canned Cherries and Apricots 


The Office of Price Administration, 
through the issuance of Amendment 11 
to Supplement 13 to Food Products 
Reguation 1, effective April 9, granted 
additional price increases to canners 
of red sour pitted cherries and apricots 
produced in Colorado and in Utah, 
These increases, OPA said, were based 
on certain data which was obtained 
and calculated after the original pric- 
ing regulations were issued and will 
correct pricing inequities for RSP cher- 
ries and apricots packed in Colorado 
and Utah. 

The OPA also announced that cer- 
tain changes have been made by an 
amendment which has been added to 
Section 6 (a)(4) to clarify some con- 
fusion which has arisen among pack- 
ers as to what adjustment for approved 
basic wage increases is applicable to 
maraschino, glace and brine cherries.

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FAO Will Not Take over Duties 
of CFB, Both Agencies Announce 

Published statements to the effect 
that on May 20, the date of the pro- 
jected meeting of the Food and Agricul- 
ture Organization in Washington, FAO 
would begin to take over the work of 
the Combined Food Board are denied 
by the officials of both organizations. 

At the February meeting of FAO in 
London it was resolved that FAO 
should lend coordinating assistance to 
the various food procurement agencies 
such as CFB, United Nations Relief 
and Rehabilitation Administration, etc 
on the ground that these agencies were 
restricted either as to area or dura- 
tion of operation, FAO officials state. 
However, CFB has its schedule laid 
out for 1946 and since FAO is prac- 
tically a new organization and has 
not yet been able to establish its own 
general staff for charted functional 
procedure, the chance of FAO launch- 
ing into any practical world-wide op- 
erations in respect of food seems re- 
mote for quite a While, informed 
sources report. 


History of CFB 

The Combined Food Board was estab- 
lished in 1942 as an international body 
through which arangements could be 
made to utilize fully all the food re- 
sources of the Allied nations. The 
Board and its committees provide a 
forum in which member nations discuss 
and develop mutually acceptable recom- 
mendations regarding distribution to 
claimant countries of the total supplies 
of food and related commodities that 
are available for export. 


Responsibility for coordination and 
general administration lies with the 
central secretariat. Day-to-day work 
regarding individual commodities is in 
the hands of standing committees com- 
posed of representatives of major ex- 
porting and importing countries. On the 
basis of all relevant data regarding re- 
quirements and exportable surpluses, 
these committees develop allocations 
for approval by the executive officers 
and for adoption by the Board. Recom- 
mendations which have been mutually 
agreed upon are transmitted to the 
member governments for action. 


The scope of the Board's activities is 
indicated by the fact that its recom- 
mendations apply to commodities pro- 
duced in about 50 countries and ter- 
ritories and which are distributed for 
consumption in more than 70 countries. 
United Nations Relief and Rehabili- 
tation Administration representatives 
participate in all c ommodity-commit- 
tee discussions and non-member coun- 
tries may be invited to attend when 
appropriate. 


Each country is free to determine the 
distribution of supplies which it con- 
trols, but such decisions are made 
against the background of discussions 
at meetings of the Board and its com- 
mittees. Combined planning activities 
during this period of world scarcity of 
staple food commodities are more 
necessary than ever, it being essential 
to apportion inadequate supplies to 
those territories where food needs are 
greatest.

The 
major part of the increased pack was 
in cut and sliced styles of beets. 


The 1935-39 average pack of canned 
beets, basis 24/2’s, was 2,722,000 cases, 
as compared with the 1940-44 average 
of 6,348,000 cases, and the 1945 pack of 
9,149,000 cases, basis 24/2˙8.

Committee Urges an Increase in Foreign Service 
Personnel Abroad as a Means of Aiding American Business 


Doubling of the foreign service per- 
sonnel engaged in commercial and eco- 
nomic work abroad to further aid 
American business has been recom- 
mended in a report to the Secretaries 
of State and Commerce, made by the 
Advisory Committee on Commercial 
Activities in the Foreign Service, the 
Office of International Trade, Depart- 
ment of Commerce, has announced, 


Foreign demand for American prod- 
ucts and services has greatly increased 
as a result of the war, the report states, 
This makes necessary a corresponding 
increase in the reporting service needed 
to keep U. 8. business informed of 
changing conditions. Moreover, new 
and complex controls over trade and 
finance developed during the war, and 
as long as they exist full information 
concerning them should be made avail- 
able to businessmen, 


The Committee believes the 1947 bud- 
get request of the Office of Foreign 
Service, for approximately 500 officers 
for commercial and economic work 
abroad, is inadequate to meet the new 
responsibilities in the promotion of 
international trade. During the next 
few transitional years, when many 
problems of postwar adjustment must 
be solved, twice that number will be 
required, the report declafes. How- 
ever, this figure was based on the Com- 
mittee’s general survey, without a de- 
tailed study or an examination of the 
cost of salaries and other expenses of 
additional officers, the report points 
out, 


Among the other recommendations 
of the Committee are that: 


1. The Foreign Service promotion 
system be revised to give commercial 
officers the same status and privileges 
as that accorded diplomatic officers. 


2. The Foreign Service place greater 
emphasis on commercial qualifications 
and practical business background, 
since all Foreign Service officers serve 
at some time in commercial or economic 
capacities, 

3. As far as practicable, all commer- 
cial officers in the Foreign Service 
should be returned to the U. 8. some- 
time within the next 18 months for a 
re-orientation period based on the needs 
of American industry. This would in- 
clude consultations with the Depart- 
ments of State and Commerce on U. 8. 
political and economic foreign policy, 
a period of work in regional offices of 
the Department of Commerce, and 
study of overseas trade problems in the 
foreign trade departments of repre- 
sentative American business establish- 
ments, 

4. Commercial officers should be in- 
structed to promote American export 


and import trade on an impartial basis. 
In the past, the Committee believes, em- 
phasis has been primarily on exports. 

The Advisory Committee was organ- 
ized last fall at the request of the 
State and Commerce Departments to 
make recommendations concerning 
commercial reporting by the Foreign 
Service for American business, The 
Committee was nominated by seven of 
the leading business and industrial or- 
ganizations in the United States con- 
cerned with international trade. It 
has held five meetings in Washington 
under the chairmanship of the Office 
of International Trade, Department of 
Commerce, 


Dodd Takes Oath for New Post 


Norris E. Dodd was sworn in on 
Monday as Under Secretary of Agricul- 
ture at a brief ceremony held in the 
patio of the Department of Ariculture’s 
administration building. The oath of 
office was administered by Judge Mar- 
vin Jones, former War Food Adminis- 
trator, and the ceremony was witnessed 
by the Secretaries of Agriculture and 
Commerce, ranking government of- 
cials, and the Senate and House Agri- 
culture Committees. 


To Compile German Fish Data 


The National Canners Association 
has asked the Division of Commercial 
Fisheries of the Fish and Wildlife 
Service to assist in compiling the in- 


formation brought back by industry 
specialists who were sent to Germany 
at the close of the war by the Technical 
Industrial Intelligence Committee. 

A. W. Anderson, chief of the division, 
has assigned a fishery technician to 
read the reports and compile informa. 
tion applicable to fisheries, Many re- 
ports devoted to other food commodities 
were found to contain information of 
value to the fishing industry. 


NWSB Revises Application Form 


Revised application Form 10 has been 
issued by the National Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board for use in seeking approval 
of wage or salary adjustments or 
schedules under the government's cur- 
rent wage-price policy. The new ap- 
plication form follows in general the 
makeup of the old National War Labor 
Board Form 10 and are accompanied 
by instructions. 

Applications should be filed with the 
nearest office of the Wage and Hour 
and Public Contracts Division of the 
U. 8. Department of Labor. These 
offices have been instructed not to 
accept applications made on the old 
Form 10 after April 12.
